A Preposterous Story. 


NEW YoOrK, May 8.—In a dispatch from 
Buenos Ayres, yesterday, it was reported that 
the Argentine Republic had been robbed o 
sums aggregating $10,000,000 by dishonest offi- 
cials in the customs service. A reporter 


called upon Adolfo G. Calvo, Consul of the 
Argentine Republic in this city; when that of- 
ficial was shown the dispatch he pronounced 
it preposterous. 

„By no possibility, said Consul Calvo, 
‘‘could any such enormous robbery be per- 
petrated by the customs officials. The total 
anual revenues of the Kepublic from all 
sources amountto $58,000,000 of which two- 
fifths are derived from customs duties. 
Such a defalcation would therefore be 
equivalent to stealing nearly one- 
half of the annual customs revenues 
which, with the system of checks in vogue, 
would be an utter impossibility. The officials 
charged with the collection of the customs 
duties are required to account daily for the 
money received and to deposit the same. A 
failure to do so would be followed by swift 
exposure. it would be possible, perhaps, for 
an official to steal $100,000, but that an 
official or combination of officials could cob 
the Government of ten millious is out of the 
question,’’ 

Continuing, the Consul said that he was in 
consultation yesterday with an official of the 
Republic closely connected with the financial 
administration, and if any heavy defalcation 
had been discovered he would have been ap- 
prised of it, and if so apprised ie would have 
been mentioned in the conference.

The Hardware Jobbers. 


By Telegraph to the POst-DIsPaATCH. 0 

WASHINGTON, D. O., May 8.—The Western 
jopbers in cutlery and firearms were heard 
againthis morning by the Ways and Means 
Committee. Mr. E. C. Simmons of the Sim- 


mons Hardware Co. of St. Louis continued 
bis argument against the proposition to in- 
crease e 8 on cutlery. e stated that 
the proposed increase, if enactea, would 
seriously injure the jobbers through- 
out the country. He submitted that 
the trade in American goods was not de- 
clining but steadily increasing. He said he 
would consent to a higher duty on the finer 
grades of English cutiery to such an extent as 
would practically prohibit importations. He 
declared tnat the American goods were su- 
perior in this line, buta large class of cus- 
tomers were prejudiced in favor of the English 
make and could not be prevailed upon 
to buy American goods at a smaller coat. 
But, on cheap goods, the imported article 
was better than the American atthe same 
—— the trade demanded them. Mr. 
immons was followed by Congressmen 
Neidringhaus and Frank of Missouri, who 
urged the committee to amend the bill in the 
House so asto retain the present duty. A 
lively discussion took place concerning tin 
plate, several ofthe gentlemen present par- 
ticipating. The committee adjourned and 
the jobbers said they would submit a further 
protest before the Senate Committee, if the 
bill is not remedied In the House. 


Republican Senatorial Caucus, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 8.—The Republican 
Senatorial caucus this morning was quite 
larely attended. The silver question was 
again the subject of discussion, and no agree- 


ment was feached. The silver men refuse to 
accept and support a bill containing a clause 
which will permit the redemption of pur- 
chase notes in bulilon under any conditions. 
As one of them expressed it, ‘‘We refuse to 
give away the money value of silver, planting 
ourselves squarely upon the platform of the 
party. Ifany Republican Senators want to 
betray the party it will not bethe silver 
men. 

Senator Jones, who had been expected to 
open the debate on the bill when it came up 
in the Senate, isin New York. He was tele- 
graphed to yesterday by his colleague, Sena- 
tor Stewart. In his answer Senator Jones did 
not fix any time for his return, and stated 
that he would make his speech when he came 
back. It is said he will be here Saturday 
morning. The outlook now Is that the silver 
bill willcome up at2 o’clock, when Senator 
Teller will address the Senate. 


No Chance for Furlong. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., May 8.—Secretary Win- 
dom has announced that he will not appoint 
Detective Thomas Furlong of St. Louis Chief 
of the United States Secret Service. There is 
reason here to believe that the President 


has been favorable to Mr. Furlong ever 
since his name was presented, butdid not feel 
(disposed to overrule Mr. Windom’s objec- 
tions. The Secretary of the Treasury has re- 
sisted all efforts made by Mr. Furlong’s 
friends and now states empunatically that the 
St. Louis candidate will not get the 
place. Yesterday Mr. Niedringhaus and 
representatives of the labor ranks 
of St. Louis called on Mr. Windom and told 
him that the objections presented by the 
labor leaders to Mr. Furiong’s application 
were unjust. It is now settled that Mr. Beil, 
the Democratic chief of the service, will be 
succeeded by some person other than Mr.

Postmaster Harlow has made up a schedule 
for the afternoon city delivery which he made 
puodlic this morning. “‘I have been trying,’’ 
said the Major, ‘‘to get this afternoon delivery 
in such shape that I could say to anyone who 
asked me just when a letter must be put in a 
box to be delivered in the afternoon.

The concurrent resolution passed by'the 
Aseembly requesting the Commissioners of 
Tower Grove Park to present a report for the 
past fiscal year and give the authority by 


which they exist as a commission will be sent 
to Chas. P. Chouteau, John H. Light- 
ner or some other member of the 
commission in afew days. The acts bearing 
on the management of Tower Grove Park are 
manifold.

SHERMAN AND THE COURTS- 

In the discussion of the customs admin- 
istration bill, Senator SHERMAN declared 
that, if he had his way, he never would 
alla revenue cases to go to any court. In 
other words he would make the Treasury 
Department and its agents the sole inter- 
preters of our tax laws. If they took more 
or less than the intent of the law Con- 
gress, he said, could interfere and correct 
their rulings. But how a wronged tax- 
payer was to obtain reimbursement of 
money extorted from him in the mean- 
time, by executive edict contrary to law, 
Senator SHERMAN did not say. 

Twice in recent years these arbitrary 
Treasury edicts have been pronounced 
false interpretations of our tariff laws by 
the Supreme Court. It was decided that 
importers should recover from the Treas- 
ury six or seven millions of tariff taxes 
they had paid on silk ribbons in excess of 
what the law required. The excess had 
in the meantime been charged by the im- 
porters to the consumers of the goods, for 
whom there was no redness.

His Friends Fear That the Broker Has

prised if Wash Quinlan turned up in the 
ver,’ said a Stock Exchange man yester- 


day, who knew the missing broker well. He 
was a nervous littie man. I don’t think he 
was particularly 2 the head, and the 
losses resulting from his wild and reckless 
short sales on Thursday may have turned his 
brain. Mr. Quinlan’s failure is going to 
turn out a much more serious thing than was 
at first supposed, as Wall street men are be- 
ginning to find out. 
‘*ldon’t believe Quinlan’s estate will pan 
out much, said a friend of his yesterday. 
The inheritance from his father’s estate was 
not $750,000, as the papers said on Tuesday. 
It was nearer $200,000. I believe he has lost it 
all and that the $90,000 which he owes asthe 
result of hie last spiurge will not be paid.’’ 
There are some unpleasant stories afloat as 
to Quinlan’s recent operation.s In addition to 
the claim of Miss Ellen Quinian, the de- 
tective who charges that the missing broker 
has failed to account for §13,000 of her money, 
asimilar story was told yesterday that the 
Nebraska Loan & Trust Co. of Hastings, Neb., 
is anxious to know what Quinlan did with 
$10,000 worth of securities which the company 
bad intrusted to bim. The company em- 
loyed counsel yesterday to look after its 
nterests and the resuit of its investigation 
was, itis said, a demand upon the Holland 
Trust Co. for $10,000 Oret mortgage bonds 
0 tbe Nebraska company, which 
had been hypotheceted by Quinlan 
or a loan among other securities.

The report ofthe Book Committee to the 
conference on the operations of the publish- 
ing house at Nashville, Tenn., contains the 
following:

. THE NUDE IN ART, 


A Question Disturbing the New York Art 
Students’ League, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcn. 

NEW YORK, May 8.—A morning paper to- 
day says the old question asto the propriety 
of letting mixed classes of art students work 
from nude models is creating a considerable 
disturbance in the Art Students’ League in 
East Twenty-third street just now. The trou- 
ble began some seven or eight weeks ago, 
when Augustus St. Gaudens, the sculptor, 


introduced a nude male model before bis clay 
modeling class of three. young wen 
and four women. Ihe policy of the league 
up to that time had been against such a 
practice. For several days the matter re- 
mained secret, then the younger students of 
the league heard of the innovation and 
quickly spread the news among all the mem- 
bers, The Board of Control met and resolved 
that Mr. St. Gaudens must retire his nude 
model and he did so. Subsequently, it is 
said, he introduced it without the knowledge 
or permission ofthe board. With the excep- 
tion ofthe one young woman, who left the 
class, all of Mr. St. Gaudens’ students 
were in sympathy with him. The Board of 
Control again made known its opposition to 
Mr. St. Guudens’ course and he separated the 

oung men of his class from the young women 

n obedience to the board’s expressed wishes. 
Since doing this he has instructed the men 
— ast in the afternoon and the women 
stüdents in the morning. This division of the 
Classis saidto be disadvantageous, because 
it interferes largely with the class and com- 
petitive spirit which have gone far toward 
making Mr. St. Gaudens students the pat- 
tern clay modeling ciass in the United 
States. Atthe League’s monthly meeting on 
last Tuesday evening ex-President Lumb in- 
troduced a resolution against nude models in 
mixed classes, and after gome discussion it 
was adopted by a vote of 82 to 7. Ibat was 
supposed to settle the whole question. Some 
ot the most pronounced opponents of Mr. St. 
Gaudens’ sbort-lived innovation were not 
sutistied, however, because they feared that he 
might reintroduce it dusing the remaining 
three or four weeks of the term, and they plan 
to make public very sbortly an emphatic 
statement ot their opinions as to the whole 
matter under discussion.

OCEAN FREIGHT RATES. 


Prospect of a War Between Rival Steamship 
Lines, 


By Telegrarh to the POsT-DrePatcn. 

NEw YorK, May 8.—The report recently 
started in Liverpool that there is to be another 
revival of the war of rates between the Inman 
and White Star lines, recalls the bitter war that 
was recently waged between these two com- 
panies. These two lines have a special rivalry 
for the reason that they have the same sailing 
day—Wednesday. The Cunarders sailing 
Saturday, are, in a measure, out of 
the fight and independent. Last February, 


when the freight rate was about 
20s perton of 2,250 pounds, or 40 cubic feet, 
the Inman Co. dropped their rate to 128 6d. 
Then other lowering of rates took place al- 
ternately, until the price got down to as low 
as 5s on the freight steamers. Since then the 
rates have gradually risen on both sides as 
the war abated, and the rates have again got 
up to about 208 per ton of 40cubic feet. Of 
course, this is only an approximate figure, 
as the rates vary according to the 
character of the goods, the risk of 
injury, and the speed of the steamer on 
which the goods are shipped. Merchants are 
not averse to paying the higher rates for 
goods that are in demand in the market 
where a few days’ gain on time gives them an 
advantage. It often happens where rival 
merchants are importing thesame style of 
goods thatthe one who first gets his goods in 
the market secures a sale, while his rival who 
has shipped by a slower steamer finds his 
stock leit on his hands. Both companies were 
glad to discontinue the fight of last February 
— the reason that the rates promised 
to go down below ‘where fair earnings could 
be made. It is said that the renewal of the 
fight comes out of disagreement on the ques- 
tion of differential rates between fast and 
slow steamérs, thatthe Inman Co. quoted 5 
shillings below the White Star when the In- 
man had a slow boat against the Teutonic and 
Majestic, but refused to accede the same 
difference when they had the crack Olty of 
New York against the Germanic. hus 
far the details of the affair are 
better known on the other side than they are 
here. Mr. Ismay of the White Star Lines says 
the first he heard of it was from a cable letter 
toa morning paper here. There had been no 
recent changes in the White Star rates. There 
has been a great change in ocean freight rates 
since the rapid increase of the numberof 
ocean steamers and generally a steady lower- 
ing of rates. It takes enormous business to 
fillupthe fleet of a owned by the 
Inman, Cunard, Guion, ational, Anchor 
and White Star lines. The eream 
, the freight business goes 
to the fastest ship of each line. The rates 
paid in tne early days of ocean steamships 
were enormous and made vast fortunes for 
the owners. Nineteen years ago when the 
White Star Line started with the Oceanic the 
rates were, roughly stated, about three times 
what they are to-day, although the avorage 
time consumed in the voyage was a couple of 
days longer than itis at present. There is no

It is understood, however, that the Pitts- 
burg Club is in distress, and the club own- 
ers desperate and desire an immediate change 
of base, as a crash is sure to come within a 
shorttime. Director O’Nelll reported that 
his club had been losing heavily ever since 
the season opened, his players’ salaries had 
been paid with the greatest difficulty and 
something should be done to avoid a financial 
disaster which was threatened. 
Mr. O'Neill, it is said, favored either a 
change inthe League schedule or a transfer 
ofthe team to some other city. Theciub’s 
expenses were heavy and further loss could 
not be suffered. 
It is said that Mr. Brush has been in com- 
muncation with the Pitteburg people, and that 
the members of yesterday’s conference re- 
ceived dispatches from him asking that his 
case be considered. 
INDIANAPOLIS A CANDIDATE. 
The many rumors which have been circu- 
lated of late to the effect that Pittsburg has 
had enough seem to be foundedupon facts. 
Theclub has been drawing few spectators to 
the games at home, and the recent tranfer of 
four games to Chicagois regarded as an evi- 
dence of weakening on the part of Pittsburg 
officials.

A FARMER’S VIEW. 

It is frequently predicted,’’ said Mr. Wil- 
bur, ‘‘that the farmer willbe the chief suf - 
ferer bythe Butterworth bill if that measure 
becomes a law, as seems tu be nearly certain. 
That these predictions will prove false I feel 
assured, especially if we meet with the suc- 
cess in uniting the farmers for the protection 
of their own interests that so far has attended 
our efforts. The enemies of the Butter- 
worth bill agree that it will drive our 
best customers, the commission men, out of 
the business and that we will be at the mercy 
of the millers and exporters, who can com- 
bine to keep down the price during the 
months that the farmers have the most grain 
to sell. This argument is largely based upon 
the fact that years ago, when exchanges and 
option dealers were few and far between, the 
millers and exporters fixed the price of wheat 

I myself have seen wheat 
stacked up in bags on the levee and millers 
refusing to buy except at totally inade- 
quate prices. The consequence was that 
the farmer, having no place to 
store his grain, had to take what he could get. 
Under these circumstances option trading 
was really a dividend benefit to the farmer, as 
it introduced a competing element into the 
great conters of trade, and prevented the com- 
binations that previously kept down the price 
of grain at certain seasons. 

ALTERED CONDITIONS. 

The farmers recoxn ize this, but also recog- 
zise the fact that conditions have greatly 
altered. There is now no lack of storage 
facilities at the large purchasing points, and 
the pressure formerly so disastrously 1 775 
can no longer be brought to bear. We can 
carry our own grain until we can get a 
fair price, and it is simply against those who 
try to artificially depress the market that the 
bill, which receives the united support of the 
farmers, is directed. We feel certain that if 
the markets were not manipulated when we 
have a good crop we could get something for 
it. As matters stand at present, whenever 
the outlook is favorable a lot of ars jump 
into tne pit and hammer prices far below 
their proper figures. Toaccomplish this re- 
ports are circulated estimating the crop far 
too highly, and the consequence is that prices 
go down. Ihave watched matters closely for 
a number ot years, andihave observed that 
when prices fell, the estimates greatiy ex- 
ceeded the actual harvests. Matters have 
come to such a pass that a farmer fairly dreads 
seeing a good crop, ashe makes more on & 
three-quarters yield. The «ption traders 
had their day of usefulness, but now they 
have become simply adrag onthe markets. 
This would not be so if the farmer would act 
wisely, but as a matter of fact we recognize 
the fact that we need to be protected against 
ourselves. , 

THE FARMER AT CRITICAL TIMES 
is about the worst ‘bear in the 
market. ‘He sends his grain to an elevator, 
with the intention of Rolding it, but when he 
has to pay storage and carrying charges and 
sees wheat for future delivery offered at lower 
and lower prices, he becomes panicstricken 
and dumps his grain, thus playing directly 
into the hands of the bears. Few realize 
what an Important factor this is, but the opin- 
ion is general in well-informed quarters that 
no great bear movement couid be successfully 
carried out witnout this co-operation. Whet 
all of the Farmers’ Alliances wish to do is to 
utastop to this. Our plan is as follows: 
Ve have secured the co-operation of capital- 
ists who will advance money on grain If It is 
stored in certain elevators controlled by the 
Alliance, and who will allow the members of 
the Alliance to take a certain amount of 
stock.

TRANSFUSION OF BLOOD. 


A Successful Operation in the Case of Miss 
Lizzie Cunningham. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATcn. 

New YORK, May 8.—Lizzie Cunningham, a 
young shop girl, was found unconscious in 
bed ather home, 206 Eighth avenue, on the 
morning of January 6. Beside her lay her 
friend, Mary Fallon, a seamstress, dead. The 
unlighted gas jet was wide open and the room 
was full of gas. Miss Cunningham was taken 
in a comatose condition to the New York Hos- 


ital. She failed to rally after receiv- 
ng the usual treatment and her physician 
decided to try the transfusion of biood. 
In two operations forty ounces of blood, 
olsoned by the inhaled gas, had been drawn 
rom her. Amos A. Lincoln, a big healthy 
telegraph man, under treatment for a muscu- 
lar affection of the arms, volunteered to give 
the blood needed to fill her veins. About 
twenty-five ounces were drawn from his right 
arminto a basin containing phosphate of 
soda, which was intended to keep the blood 
from coagulating. A little rubber pipe ter- 
minating in a glass tube was at- 
tached to the bottom of the vessel, 
which was elevated several feet above 
the girl’s body. The glass end of the tube 
was inserted in the radial artery in her wrist 
and Amos Lincoin’s biood was let into her 
veins. Miss Cunningham remained uncon- 
scious until January 9. She then revived 
enough to speak a little, but soon sank back 
into unsciousness, from which she was revived 
during the next four days only occasionally 
and with difficulty. On the 13th she began to 
show symptoms of improvement, although 
her body was totally paralyzed and her 
inactive and clouded. The 
Y — continued unt February 1, when 

iss Cunningham began sitting up in bed and 
occasionally leaving it. She continued to 
convalesce slowly, and day before yesterday 
was sent home with only aslight halt in her 
gaitand a general stiffness in her movements 
to tell of her narrow escape fram death. Dr. 
Robert F. Wey, the attending physician, said 
yesterday that despite the unusual length and 
strenuousness of her struggle for life she was 
just about as sound as ever in mind and body.
